Who flouriſhed Ano Chriſti 1400. 


Amerlane was born at Samercard, the chief City yjis Parentage, 
of the Zagatajan T artars, his father was called 
Z ain-Cham, or,as others will, Og, Prince of the 
Zagatajans, of the Country Sarbithay (ſome- 
times part of the famous Kingdome of Par- 
thia) third in deſcent from Zing the great, 
; and ſuccesful Captain of the Tartars, which 
0g being a Prince of a peaceable nature (accounting ir no lels 
honour quietly to keepthe Countries left him by his father, caen His txhers 
With much trouble and no lefs hazard to ſeek how to enlarge the peaccable dif 
ame) long lived in moſt happy peace with his SubjeRts, no leſs pation. 
"Pyyeherein then himſef;nort 4 much ſeeking after the hoording 
up of gold and filver (thitigs of chat Nation not regarded nor va- 
laed) as contenting himſelf with the encreaſe -and profic of his 
ſheep and herds of cartel , then, and yet alſo the principal ce- 
enues of the Tartar Kings and Princzs; which happily gave 0c- 
alioa to ſome athens; the manner and cuſtomsof thoſe Nor- 
thern Nations and Countries, to account them allfor ag") 
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_ The Lifeof Tamerlane the Great, 


and herdſmen, and fo alſo to have reported of this miphty 
- Prince, as if he had been a ſhepherds ſon, or herdſman himſelf, 
vainly meaſuring his Nobility by the homely courſe of life of his 
people and Subjes, and not by the honour of his houſe, and 
heroical vertues, hardly to be paraltelled by any Prince of that or 
the former ages. 

His peaceable father now well ſtricken in yeers, and weary of 
the world, delivered up his Kingdome to this his {on (not yer 
paſt fifteen yeers old) joyping anto. him two of his moſt faithful 
Councellors, Odmar ard eAly, to alliſt hin: in the goveramentof 
his State, whom Tamerlaxe dearly loved whileſt they- lived, 
and much honoured the remembrance of them being 
dead. 2% 

The firſt proof of his Fortune and valour,was againſt the preat 
A— Duke of Moſco, or Emperor of Rſſia, for ſpoiling of a City 
x90 which had put it ſelf under his proteRion, and for entring his 

© Country, and proclaiming war apainſt him : whom. heina great 
His vigory. battel overthrew, having ſlain-ewenty ſeven thouſand of the | 

HMyuſcovites footmen, and between fifceen and fixteen thouſand 
horſemen, with the toſs of fcarce eight ebouſand horſemen, and 
four thouſand footmen of his own. After which battel Tamer- 
lane beholding ſo many thouſands of men-lying dead upon the 
ground, was fo far from rejoycing thereat, that, turning bimfelt 
to one of his familiar friends, he lamented the condition, of fuck 

as command over great Armies, commending his Fathey 
courſe of hfe, accounting him happy in ſeeking for reſt; and luck 
moſt unhappy, which by the dettruftion of cheig*, own'-knd, 
ſought ro procure their own glory, proteſting himſcff"\ even from 
his heart tobe gricved to. ſee ſuch ſad tokens of his viQory. At 
| haces in his Arabick Hiſtory of T amerlane makes this Narrative of 
<> batre] with the battel. The 4/u/covite (laichhe) bad a great Army, which 
© MUCOVIES he had gathered rogetherout of ſundry Nations: and Tamberlare 
intending not to put up ſuch wrongs and indignitics, aſſembled 
all his forces, and thoſe af his allies. The A4»/covites forces Welt 
ſuch as had been well trained up.in the wars ; for having lately 
concluded a peace with the King of Poland, he had from thence 
tenthouſand very good horſmen : There were alſo with him many 
Hungarian Gentlemen, under the conduR of one Uladi(ans,who

in his Army above eighty thouſand horſe, and 'one hundred thon- 
(nd foot. Tamerlane had in his Army about one hundred and 
twenty thouſand horſe, and one hundred and fifty thouſand foor, 
but not ſo good ſoldiers as the A1»/covites; for his Subjects had 
been long trained up in peace under his. peaceable Father ; and 
though they had ſometimes been exerciſed, yet they wanted 
the praRical part of war, Tamerlanes order in his march was this, 
He cauſed all his Army to be divided into.ſquadrons, each conſiſt- 
ing of (ix thouſand horſe ſave his own, which confiſted of ten 
thouſand ; ſo that he made eighteen ſquadrons beſides his own. 

The Avanguard was conducted by Odmar, who led eight ſqua- 

drons which were flanked by fourty thouſand footmen, divided on 

the right and lefc ſides, who ſhot an infinite number of Arrows. 

The battel was conducted by Tamer/ane, who with his own led 
ten ſquadrons, and fifry thouſand footmen, the beſt and choiceſt 
ſoldiers of his whole Army. The Prince of Thanas, his kinſman, 
ed the arereward with (ix ſquadrons of horſe, and fourtythouland 
foot ; his forlorne Hope conſiſted of ſome three thoutand horſe,

yeer: All which being agreed to, he returned with great conteny 
and glory to his Father. 

Shortly after,the great {\bam of Tartary (his fathers brother)be. 
ing grown old,and ont of hope of having any more children;moyed 
with the fame of his Nephew after this vitory, ſent him diverſe 
preſents; and with all, offering him his only daughter in marriage, 
ſent him word that ke would proclaime him heir apparent to his 
Empire, as in tight he was, being his brothers ſon, and the dauph- 
ters not uſing te ſatceed in thoſe Empires : which fo great 
an offer T amer{ane gladly accepted, and ſo the marriage wasaf. 
terwards with great triumph at the ofd Emperors Court ſolemni. 
zed, and confummared, and our T7 amerlane according to pro- 
miſe, and his right was proclaimedhheir apparent of that great 
Empire. 

This was 7 amerlane indeed 'made great being ever after this 
marriageby the old Emperor his Uncle, and now his father in 
Law, ſo long as he lived, notably ſupported, and after his death 
{acceeded him in that ſo vaſt, and mighty an Empire. Beforehis 
marci2ve he wonld needs be crowned, to the intent that none 
ſhould think that the Crown came co hinidythe right of his wife 
but by his own; and during his abode in the City of Pravicai, 
where the old Emperor was, the was entertained with all kinde of 
triumphs, wherein he alwayes carried away the Bell, whether in 
ſhooting in the bowe, in changing of horſes inthe middeſt of their 
courſes, in Tiltings, andin all other exerciſes which required api- 
lity or ſtrengrth3 and ſo after two monerhs returned with his wife 
to Samarcard, in which City he A exceedingly to remaine, 
becauſe the firuation thereof was fair, and being watered with 
a great River, *was a place of preat Traffick, whereby it was made 


richer then any in that Country : ' And whenſoever he received in- - 


relligence from the Emperor his Uncle, he ſtill imparted the lame 
to Odmar, whom he uled as his riphchand in all his great affaires: 
Therewas alſo in his Court a Chrittian whom he loved much, and 
every on greatly reſpeRted , called Axaliza Genovois by birth, 
brought up from his yourh about his perſon, for he countenanced 
all that worſhiped one onely God that was the Creator of all 
things, And abont thistime the old Emperor ſent to him to ſtir 
him up to war againſt the great King of China, who filed him- 
(cif, Lordof the world, and Son of the Sur, who had —

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Lomds, and incroached upon the T artarian Empire : This w 
no ſmall enterprite, and before he- would begin the ſame, he 


ſent Ambaſladorsto the King of China to demand reſtitution of

This anfwer being heard, our Prince marched dire&ly to his 
Army, gave orders for conveianceof vicuals from all parts, fence 
tohaſten forwards his confederates, imparted the antwer tothe 
old Emperor, cauſed the inſolence of the King of Chinato be 
pabliſhed, that all che world might know the jultneſs of his 
czuſe ; yer before his departure he went to take leave of his own 
ither, who cndued with a fingular and Fatherly affeQion, killed 
bin a thoufand times, made folmac prayers for his proſperity,drew 
of his Imperial Ring, and-gavc ic bum, clling bim that he (hould 
Never fee him againe, forrhar he was haſting to his laſt reſt, and 
calling 0dwer, bad him farewell, requiring his faithfulneis co 
bis fon. The Prince baving performed this duty, returned to

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youth, Theſe things being diſpatched, he marched forwards 
m the mideſt of his Army, which conſiſted of fifty thou- 
ſand horſe, and a hundred thouſand tootmen, relying principally 
onthe Forces of the great Cham his Uncle : yer he letr order that 
the reſt of bis Forces ſhould be ready to advance upon the firſ 
command, as ſoon as he ſhould be joyned with his Uncles Army, In 
his march he was ſtayed by the way'in regard of ſome ditemper 
of his body contrated by reaſon of his change of the aire yet the 
forces which Cariles, Captain of the Army of the grezt Chan 
conducted, went daily forwards, Now thenewes of his diſtem- 
prature was bruted abroad in all places, yet did he not negleRto 
His Policy. fend to the great Cham, and often to advertiſe him of theſtate 
of his health, to the c t the ſame ſhould not cauſe any alte- 
ration which might ariſe-in mpire whereunto he was 
lately advanced: for he was very luſpi-ious of a great Lord,named 
Ca/ix who was diſconted therewith, and had not yer acknow- 
1edged him as a)l others his ſubjeQs had : and indeed it wasgor 
The Rebellion Without cauſe that he ſuſpeRed him, for (alix being informed 
of Calix thatthe forces of the great Cham were advanced beyond the 
mountaines, having paſſed the River of eas, and were en- 
camped at Bowprow, and that Tamerlane was ſick, he th 
it a fit time for his enterprize, and thereupon aſſembling the great- 
eſt part of his moſt faithful followers, he told them thatnow 
was the time for them to ſhake off the yoke of the Parthian who 
otherwiſe would enſlave them ; and ſeeing that now their Prince 
was ſo badly minded as to tranſlate the Empire to T amerlanedf 
bis own minde without calling them to Councel which had interelt 
in the eleRion, that this was the onely means to aſſure their liber- 
ty, which otherwiſe was like to be loſt : He cauſed alſo a rumor 
tobe ſpread, that 7 amerlave was very ſick, the Emperor old and 
Crazy, and that his forces were far ſeparated from him ; yer like 
TheRebels cunning Traytors,they diſpatched away a meſſenger to the great 
{ubcilty. Cham,to aflure him that they bended not their forces againſt him, 
but were his faichful and obedient Subjeas; and they onely 
Armed them ſelves becauſe they would not be governed by the 
Parthians , their ancient enemies. 

Asſoon as our Prince was advertiſed of the pretences of Calix, 
he marched one daics journy forward,to the end that he might ap 
proach unto Calibes, who,what face ſocver be ſcr on the matter,

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yet hearkened what would become of Calix, that he might 
likewiſe make ſome commotion, This Calibes was by Tamerl une 
made Commander of his Avanguard, which conſiſted of Par- Tamerlanes 
thiags, yet bad joyned with him the Prince of Thanai, withont Prudence, 
whom 4c 'could not do any* thing, Tumerlene alſogave ſpecial 
comma {menc, that the paſſages (which were not many) ſhould 
be diligently guarded,to the end that the King of China ſhould not 
beadvertiſed of. thele tumulcs: and ſo giving to Odmay the lead- His march a- 
ing of his Avanguard, he baſtcd forwards ; And ſurcly it was 82ſt Calix, 
kigh time for him ſo to do, or elſe all had been revolted ; for 
{ix having aſſembled a hundred chouſand fighting men, prefent- 
ed himſelf berore the great City of Cambaly, chief of the Pro- 
vince of { atþ4s, the inhabitants whereof came out co meer 
him, receiving him with all the joy that might be, 
" Tamerlane in his march went to Cainds, and from thence. ro 
Calatia,where be expected to meet with the forces of his native 
Country of Sachetas, yet did he not negle& to ſend forward his 
Army towards Cambaln, which cauſed the inhabitants, to their” 
preat terror, to think that all his forces were already on. their (©, je;ye, 
neck, (alix perceiving that the Citizens begun already to repent Cambalu, 
his entertainment, thought it not ſafe to remaine amongſt them, 
and therefore withdrawing himſelf, he ſent for his forces from all 
parts, reſolving to meet Tamerlane in the field, and to put all up- 
00 the event and hazard of a battcl. He drew out of Cambalu 
hity thouſand men, whereof twenty thouſand were Citizens, the 
otherthicty thouſand were the Gariſon-ſouldiers placed there by 
the old Emperor, {alix having corrupted their Leaders, and ſo. 
procured ther co joyn with him in this revolt, In ſhort, —_— of Calix army 
aſſcabled all his forces, bis Army conſiſted of fouricore thouſan 
horſe, and one hundred thouſand foormen, which he gathered 
from all parts. | 
[a the mean time Tamerlane's Army marching forward, his 
Scouts which were ewo thouſand borſe, had news of the Army of 
Calix, which came forward direAtly towards them, of which 
hey ſpecdily advertiſed the Emperor, who chereupon preſently 
ſent two thouſand horſe more, to the end that they ſhould keep — 
the- paſſages of a certain River called Brore, by which River Prudence. 
'iftuals were conveyed to his Army : 25 allo to. win time, the

at the beginning, and chat therefore its beſt co refit Mowly, 41; 
wayes drawing them out at Jength, if it be poſſible, For when 
means,money and viuals fail,the people uſe to be ſenſible of their 
faults, and to return home. 

The old Emperor ſent to him to adventure all upona battel,de- 
livering up into his hands the ſafety of his” life and eſtate, thar 
thereby he might end his daies in peace:By this means forces came 
to Tamerlane on all hands, whoſe Army daily encreaſed, where. 
as 0n the contrary the enemies Army was then in its chiefeſt force, 
and began to feel the want of vitnals. 

( alix was about fourty yeers old, a Captaine renouned with 
the great Cham, and one of the chiefeſt in dignity and place about 
him, ſothat many of the T artars had alwayes reſpeRed him as 1 
perſon moſt worthy of the Empire,if the glory of Tamerlane and 
his reputation had not fo far exceeded. 

The Armies began to be in view one of another about eight x 
clock in the morning, and many skirmiſhes began betwixt them 
before they came ro the maine batrel. The place wherein they 
met at that time, was a great Plain, with hke advantage on 
either part. Odmar led the Avanguard, wherein were fourty thou- 
fand horſe, and eighty thouſand foot, which he divided into 
chree ſquadrons; the firſt whereofhe ſent before him to begin the 
battel, T amerlave marched in the ſame order, but his ſquadrons 
were much ſtronger. The footmen of both made the right and 
lefe wings. Tamerlane had drawn out fix thonfand Parthian 
horſemen, and two thoufand Tartarian for his Areareguatd, 

which he commirted ro his faithfal ſervant Axa/aza man of a great 
judgement, quick of conceit , and in great eſteem amongſt the 
ſouldiers, althcugh he being a Chriſtian, worſhipped God in an 
other manner then they ; and he had many other Chriſtians with 
him, whom he had drawn from the Georgians, and the Euxme 
Sea, who fought with great agility. | 

Ca'ix on the other ſide, who was a well ſpoken man, 
was exhorting, and encouraging his ſouldiers to fight for his 
Fortune, and the liberty of their Nation ; he divided his Army 
intothree maine Batrels, himſelf remaining in the middeſt en- 
compaſſed with his footmen,and ſo theBatrels joyned,whete, after 
a terrible fight,Calix fell into Axala's bands, being taken fghting 
valiantly,which Axala cauſed to be prefently proclaimed "_

Afrer this T amerlane with his Army marched into the King- 
dome of Cathay, a Country rich in graſs, and all kind of paſtures, 
abounding with great quantity. of beaſts, and people, which knew 
yot what war meant ; and the Prince ;gave command that. they 
ſhould not be uſed as enemies, but as his good Subjects, and where- 
25 diverſe Cities had adheared to Calix, they came now and hum- 
bled themſelves before him, craving pardon, which he gave them, 
enjoyning them only to provide victuals for his Army, which alſo 
they willingly did. This example of lenity was of no ſmall im- 
portance for the appealing of others, which had put all their 
hope in extremity, reſolving to ſell their lives deer, and eſpecial- 
[7 the inhabitants of Cambulu had taken this reſolution, but being 
informed of the Emperors clemency, they c1anged their, pur- 
roſe ; yet as the Army daily- approached neerer, their fears en- 


Ciry, that the inhabitants reſolved to obey the mw - and 
therefore leaving his Army.at Gox/a, he only ſeit thitty thouſand 
tothe City; which was the ordinary Gariſon,and wichin two hours 
after entred the City himfelf, where he was received with great 
mapnificence : yet would he not pronounce their pardon, but re- 
ferred all to the old Emperor, and to the ordinary courle of 
jaſtice : For which end he ſent one of his favourites to the 0 

Emperor to certifie him of his victory, of the death of Calix,and 
that the chief of bis fation remained priſoners with him ; as allo 
to know what juſtice he/ would appoivt to be inflicted apon thoſe 
Citizens which were the authors of che revolt of this City, and fo 
after eight dayes he departed, and not many daies after he had

the people complained of the old Emperors cruelty, but com- 
mended the mercy of Tamerlane. | 
When he came back to his Army, he was received of all his 
ſouldiers with loud acclamaticns, calling him, Moſt preat Ems 
feror, and moſt vittorious. Amongſt his Captaines he diſcourſed of 
the beauty and greatneſs of the City of Cambals , and afterwards 
asked Odmar: adviſe whetNer it were not beſt for him to viſkte 
dhe old Emperor; and fo with his Emperels to ſpend the winter 
with him at 9=in/ay ? Odmur remembring ihe honour Which he 
had received there, caſily perceived his inclination to that journy, 
yet by all means diſſwaded him from it ; to which 7 amerlanean- 
ſwered, that he had alwayes found bis fidelity and love to him, 
which he was ſorry that he conld not recompence to the fall, 
but (ſaith he) whereas I had thought to give my ſelf ſome eaſe; 
I perceive that inſtead of che delicacies, and pleaſures of Duinſay, 
I muſt make the deſerts of Cipribie my reſting place after my tra- 
yelles in this new viRory: yet a rumor being [pread that thePrince 
intended to viſite the Emperor , every man began to deſire tore- 
turn into his own Country, hoping to enjoy the (weetneſs of his 
native ſoile : which Tamer /ane being informed of, calling his Army 
to a Rendevouz, he thus ſpake unto them, © We have (my faith- 
* ful ſouldiers)begun an enterpriſe againſt the King of China, who 
* hath of late repulſed even beyond the mountaines the Tartariar 
© name, but were hindred to our great grief by the fooliſh raſh- 
* neſs of Calix, and were driven to turn the bridle ro puniſh him, 
* wherein you have all aſſiſted me. It grieves me that I cannot 
*- as well boaſt of the freſhſpoiles of a ſtranger, as | may (by the 
* means of your weapons) of thoſe of our unfaichful Subjedts,and 
©asin times paſt of the fierce Muſcovites,againft whom with your 
« affiſtance 1 made trial of my firſt Armes: but for this laſt victory 
* being againſt our own Subjects, I cannot ſpeak of it without 
< ſhedding rears, defiring to bury ſuch viRories in oblivion, toge- 
«ther with all the glory and honour gotten thereby, Neither 
*do I recount theſe things to you, but to ſhew that I forget not 
* your faithfulneſs, and the great travel you have endured for my 
* fake : We muſt not therefore be weary, but muſt curn our wet- 
*<pons againſt thoſe which imagine us to be full of troublesgvbere- 
* as We are indeed viRorious: Our companions, and all our ami”

The Prince after this remained there eight dayes longer, ſending 
back Zamai with ewenty five thonſand horſe, and fifty thouſand _ | 
foot to Sachethay, for the ſafety of his eſtate in thoſe parts : and 15 Pit; 
ſoafter ſolem'ie and publike prayers, the Army began to march 
forwards : He forgat nor likewile to. diſpatch away a meſſenger 
tothe great Cham to acquaint him with all his purpoſes, which he 
approved very well of : By.the ſame meſſenger he alſo beſeeched 
him in the ſpring to ſend. him fifry thouſand men to recruit his 
Army, and ſome moneys for the payment of his ſouldiers, which 
alſo hegranted ; ſending allo good ſtore of watrlike munition, 
and plenty of victuals, knowing how much the ſucceſs of the 
war wonld advance the T artarian greatnefle and profir, 

The Army being upon their march, in thirty eight dayes came to 
(ipribit, yet met with mary inconveniences by the way. There jzis march te- |: 
they had news of (alibes, who was glad to hear how buſineſſes had wards China. 
paſſed, and came to viſit the Prince, who entertained him very 
courtcouſly, acquainting him with his purpoſe, and underſtood 
dy him how all things palled in the Kingdome of China. The nexc 
day the Prince came to tazanfon, where Calibes forcis were, who - 
tad often fought with, and tried the valour of the Chino, but 
found it much inferior to their own : There the Prince took. a 
general Muſter of all his Army, cauſed them to be paid, took 
notice of theix countenance, whileſt they all cryed ont, Goa ſave * 
the wvitlorious and invincible Emperor , according to their 
cultome, 

The Prince of Thanaz, who commanded the Army with Ak 
bbe: had diligently v.ewed che wall, and the wayes by which he 
might forcibly enrer ifico China and had ſcat many Spies by cer- 
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raine wayes chorow the mountaines into that Country, by whom 
he was advertited of all their proceedings: He had alſo pained 
by his curteſie a Lord of thoſe mountaines, calſed the Lord of 
Panchefu, who commanded over a great Country, whobein 
deſirous of a new Maſter, and to ſubmit to T amerlane, had rol 
the Prince of Tharas, that he was able to do the Fmperor good 
ſervice, and ro help him much 'in his wars 2painſt the Chinos : 
This the Prince of Thanas diſcovered to Tamerlane,who was very 
A Chinois Qecfirousto ſpeak with this Lord;whereupon a day was appointed, 
Lerd comes to and T amer/ane without moving of his Army, went to the tents of 
Tamerlane, the Prince of Thanars where this foreſaid Lord meet him; and 
the Emperor having heaped upon him many pifts of fair hotles,

new favours upon him, he was conduQted back by the Prince 
of Thanas with all the honour that might be:

For the eftecting of the tirſt, he refolved to aflzuir 
Paguinfon, Which was a great City {trongly fortified, and well re- 
pleniſhed with people; and for this ead he ſent Odmar with 
fourty thouſand horte to ſummon ic, and to prevent the farther 
viualling of it, and the driving awzy of the cattel out of the 
champion-Country about it, which might nouilſh bis Army : He WF ht 
alſo cauſed the Lord Axalla (whom now he had made Lieutenant ,,,,--_ 
General of all his foot) to follow Odmar with all kis foot, which © 
were neer a hundred and fifty thouſand men well trained, and ex- 
pert in war,himſe!f marching immediately after withall his hotſe- 
men, Artiilery, Enſignes, and other munirions belonging tothe 
war, directly to Pagninfone 
Oadmar made {uch halte that he arrived unexpected by the Citi- 
zens, who rather looked for their King, then for an enemy : and 
having taken much cattel, wherewith that Country abounded, he 
pitched his tents on the farther ſide of the City ; there he conti- 
ved two or three dayes, giving the City many Alarms, till the In- 
fantry led by that brave Chriſtian Gen#ois ſhewed themſelves, in 
the plaine of Pagainfou: Then was the Cicy ſummoned, but they, 
returned anſwer, That they were reſolved to liveand diein the formertyrs.

Azallabaving viewed a great Suburb , which was in length al. 
moſt half a league, ſuppoled hat rhe Citizens kept no watch 
there, & therfore acquainting the' or with his purpoſe, in the 
firſt watch of rh&night, his men being all ready with (caling lad. 
ders, he affaulted the ſame in ſundry places,and after a great fight 
entred and cut in pieces at leaſt eight thouſand men which were 
within the ſame: yet on one {ide where they exp-Red tobe afſault- 
ed, he loſt many of his men, The tkaing of this Suburb did 
greatly aſtoniſh the Citizens, who obſerving the valour of the 
T artarians began to ſuſpeX their own (afety : by this Suburb 
there ran a river, which being now under the command of Aral, 
he ſtopt all proviſion from going tothe City. 

Inthe mean time the King of China's Army approached, which 
was very great'; whereupon the Emperor determined to goin 
perſon, and meet him with the greareſt part of his horſemen, but 
ro leave moſt of his foot to continue the fiege, being very defi- 
rous to take the City ; for the accelerating whereof, he cauſed his 
Engines for battery to approach, as Rams, and ſuch like; ſothat 
the City was aſſaulted on two fides very couragiouſly, and inthe 
end, thorow the valour of Axala, who gave an aſſault with twen- 
ty thouſand of his beſt ſouldicrs, he won the wall,and at the com- 
mand of the Emperor lodged there, who deſired rather to have 
the City by Treaty then ſtorme,the City being great and rich, and 
the enemy t ut thirty leagaes from thence, and therefore he feared 
left his Army ſhould be found in diſorder, and knowing alſo that 
rich ſonldiers never fight well, Belides, he intended to draw out 
of that wealthy City ſuch things as he ſtood in need of, and to 
make it his magazine for the time ro come. Yet though the wall 
was won,the enemics wanted not heart to defend th '_lves valt- 
antly, hearing that their King was coming for their reliefe ; but 
it ſo happened that an Engine ſhooting a bullet, flew the gover- 
nourg whereupon the Citizens were {vo diſcouraged, that they re- 
ſolved to yield, ſaving their lives, and the ſouldiers to march away 
with horſe and armes. The conditions were admitted, and there 
came out of the City eighteen thouſand ſouldicrs, almoſt all che 
inhabitants remaining behind : This fiege had laſted rwo monetbs, 
and the Ciry had in it at firſt thirty chouſand ſouldiers, Axalla bad 
the honour of winning this City, and therefore was made Gover- 


tour of it, and all the Country belonging to it; but he belongs 
the 
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the Emperor to beſtow it upon ſome other perſon, reſerving for 
himſelf the bope of his Maſter, in whoſe fortune he would take 
part: This gave great content to 7 amerlave , who much deſired 
the ſervice of eAxal/a3 and upon this refuſal the charge was con. 
ferred upon the Prince of Tharas, with the title of Vice. Roy : 
Then did T amerlane give notice of his affaires to the old Emperor, 
and having paid his ſouldiers, and ſettled all things in thebeſ 
manner he could, he marched forward; and taking a general 
Muſter of his whole Army, Horſe and Foot, he found them to be 
diminiſhed ren thouſand men only, And fo with his Army he ſpent 
one whole day in-prayer,calling upon the immortal,invifible , and +, I 
invincible, and incqmprehenſible God, and then went direRlly to piers, *? 
meet the enemy,who was at Sintebx with all his own & the forces * 
of his allies,and as ſoon as he received news that7 amer/aze's Army 
was advanced over the River of ('hulifn,the King of [hina march- 
eddireAly rothem with great magnificence : there was nothing 
to beſeen in his Army, but Gold and precious ſtones : He him- 
ſ:|fuſually rode in a Chariot whereof every part ſhone with Gold, 
Pearles,Rubies,and Niamonds. He was of the age of about three 
and thirty, and had been brought up in pleaſurcs, not under the 
bloody Enſigne of Mars : So that he was very inſolent in threat- 
eninps,bravadoes, and defying to the battel : He often accuſed 
Tamerlane for ſurprizing him before he was ready, not giving him 
warning,&c. 

The rumour of his riches fired the ſpirits of the T artariavs, 
that they longed to beat the battel : and ſo both ſides haſted for- 
wards,and in the way there was a-City called Twnichevoy, ſurren- 
dred to Tamerlane, which afforded him much refreſhing for 
bis Army : and thus the two Armies drawing neer together, 
Tamcrlane made choice of a place in bis judgement moſt advanta- 7, ___ 
zeous for the battel; and having ſet down to Odmar the order preruces fortl.e 
which he would have to be obſerved, he longed to ſec his enemy; Bate]. 
then did he ſend before him five or (ix thouſand horle as Scouts 
under Calibes, and himſelf went with them, and baving viewed 
the great confuſed Army of his enemies, which came continually 

forward, he commanded Caliber to retire himſelf ſo ſoon as they 
drew neer to him, And bring (ſaith he) th# great cloud to me, 
Which 7 hope ſoon to diſperſe : and ſo retiring to his Army, heen- 


couraged them, aſſuring them of the victory. He placed all his 
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fooemen,which were about a hundred and twenty thouſand alono 
a mountaine, planting great ſtore of Artillery for theic guard; 
many of his foot-ſouldiers were armed after the Chriſtian man- 
ner, who were all commanded by A4xa/la : His horſemen were 
in Battalia in a great plaine, whoupon any diſadvantage could re- 
tire to the aſſiſtance of the Footmen : the horſemen were eighty 
| . ; . O 
thouſand; Calibes with the Seythians werein the Avantguard, being 
thirty thonſand horſe, who were to receive Ocmar when he 
ſhould retreat from the enemy,as he was commanded;thirty thou- 
ſand more were appointed for Odmar, and T amerlanc himiclt re- 
mained in the Areare at one of the wings of his footmen : His pur- 
poſe- was to let that (ixty five thouſand horſe pnder two ſuch pal. 
{1nt Captaines,to break the force of the enemy, lioping after them 
co have a good marker, cauſing his foot to march forward , and 
reſerving with himſelf rwenty thouſand of his beſt horſe, who of 
themſelves were able to make a new Battel if any miſchance 
ſhould befall the former : For he underſtood that it was the 
cultome of the Kings of Chinato encloſcjthemſeives in the mid- 
deſt of their Chariots with their footmen, and not to hazard 
their perſons, but upon extremity. + The (hinos failed nor to 
march direaly unto Calibes the whole Army following and {ct- 
ting upon him : Calibes with his ſix thouſand Scyrbian horle, 
after their uſual manner, in retreating gave many charges, giving 
and receiving hurt. The King of China marched with much gal- 
Jantry with his Army, which ſcemed to be ewice fo big as that of 
T amerlane's:He had very many armed Chariots, wherein he put his 
principal truſt; they had much Gold and Silver, as wcll in the 
trappings of their horſes,as one their Armour, which gliltcred Ex- 
cecdingly againſt the Sun, to the admiration of the Tartars- 
T7 amerlane, who with a troop of hoiſe beheld the (b1no;s march 
ing after Calibes, commended greatly the drawing forth 07 cul 
men to compell Calibes to tight, endeavourinig 10 dilcover and 
note with his eye the placz where-abouts the Kiags pcrivn Was, 
having by him the Chinoz Lord to inſtruct him, who Kiucw WEL 
the manner-of their fight, They had no Avantguard, but were 
allin a groſs commandedby the King incloſed with nis Chariots, 
which being (hewed to Tamerlane by this Lord, be tu red to 0C

able to charge thorow the Chinors , but when they retreated, 

Odmar with bis Parthian horſemen advanced forward, and ufed 

them more roughly, for ke ran clean chorow them, and recurncs opp... 
by the righr wing of the Army , where he tought moſt valtaotly 4.50 chorove 
and having beaten them even within the Kings chariots, he thought © 

he ſhould not do wiſely to attempt the breaking of 1uch torces. 

Tie King of China coming forwards, and the horſemen thac 
hac! been broken by Odmar, joyning themſelves to him, Oamar 
let to Pameriane, deliring him that the Foormen and Artillery 
mighr advance forward, lending him word that he might aflure 
bimſelf of the victory. Hereupon T amer/ane coumanded Axala 
to advance with fifcy thouſand foot, and part of the Arti lery, The foot : 
requiring him to ſet upon the Chariots, and.co mae an entrance, CNArge 
The Artillery marching ia the firlt place did greatly aſtoniſh the 
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enemy; for the Governours of the horſes belonging to the Kings 
Chariots could not rule them : it made alſo a great ſpoile. Axl; 

rceiving the diſorder, haſted forwards till they came to hand. 
ran TheKing of ('bina had yet about his perſon a hundred 
and fifry thouſand men : Yet Axala full of courage, fought (9 
yaliantly, that they never beheld any man to do more bravely, 
During this fight, Oamary againe charged the hor{emen that were 
retired ro the Kings aid, and put them to flighe, Then did 
T amerlane himſelf march forward with the reſt of the Footmen 
for the aid of eLxalla, and brake thorow, even to the perſon of 
the King of China, who as yet was encloſed within a ſecond rank 
of Chariots with about thirty or fonrty thouſand men, and after 
he had fought two or three hours, the horſe aſſiſting the foot, and 
they principally whom the Prince had kept as a reſerve, the King 
at length remained woundedin the power of Tamer lane,the battel 
being won,and the enemies Camp forced. The fight endared cight 
hours, and the night coming on, ſaved the lives of many of the 
Chinos, Trere were ſlainerwo Kings,Allies to the King of Ching. 
Ineſtimable riches were gotten in golden veſſels, preecious ſtones, 
and as fair, and rich Chariots as could poſfibly be ſcen. 

The Emperor would not ſee the Captive King, till the next day: 


but being mounted on hoſt back he rode about the field to ſtay the 


laughter, and to rally his men, that the accuſtomed watch might 
be kept, whereof he gave the charge unto Axalla, commanding 
him alſo to keepthe King of Chinain the middeſt of his ſouldiers, 
who was dreſſed of the wound which he had received in his right 
arm?: Irwas a ſtrange ſight to ſee the diverſity of the enemies 
weapons, and the variety of their Streamers and Enfignes, which 
ſeemed 3far oft as beautiful as the diverſity of colours plentiful. 
The King of China's Army was very great, conſiſting of a hundred 
and fifty thouſand horſe, and two hundred thouſand footmen: 
but che greateſt part of rhem were rude and barbarous people, far 
inferiour to T amerlane's in valour, who ſuffered themſelves to be 
flaine one upon another, not marking their adyantages, and h1- 
ving little skill in warlike affaires. 

T amerlaxe continued on horſeback,till about ewo a clock inthe 
morning, when as they brought him a Tart, and his water, for he 
never dranke wine, and then lying down upon a Carpet,he paſlcd 
rhe eſt of the night untill morning. After this ſo great 3 

victory, 
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rictory, there wasnever the leaſt boaſting , or vauntiug heard 
to proceed out of his mouth, The next day after the burial of H's humilj 
the dead he publikly gave thanks to God for his viRtory, Then 21d modeſy, 
cauſed the wounded to be cured, and amongſt others Calibes 5 Pity. 
who more through the diſtemperature of the aire, then from the 
danger of the wound, fonnd bimlelf very iH, yet would he not 
onic his duty in commanding the Van, which was very grateful to 
T.amerlaxe, for that ke being a Scythian, was greatly beloved of 
his Nation. | 

Theſe things being diſpatched, he ſent unto Axala to bring 
forth his priſoner the King of Chinazand when he approached,the The King of 
Emperor iflued out of his Tent, and went to receive him. Þ his ny brough: 
| King came with a very proud and havghty countenance, and ap- *2<him. 
proaching neer tothe Emperor, he by his [aterpreter, asked,of 
Axalla which was he? and being (hewed him, he ſpake in an 
haughty language after this manner : The goas whom I worſhip, _ _ 
bring provoked againſt my Nation and people, have conſpired againſt CRE UIg of 4: 
my good fortune, and made me this day thy priſoner : But foraſmuch (pcech, hr 
4 it « reported over all the world, that Tamerlane waketh war for 
the honowr of his Nation, thou ſhould: ſt be content With this glory, 
that the Lord of the world, and childe of the Sun # in thy power to 
recee ſuch laws as thou pleaſeſt to preſcribe unto him. This ne 
ſpake in a brave manner, without any other humbling of bimſelf : T,rertane'; 
The Emperor on the cther ſide ſaluting him very courteouſly, led courehie. 
him into his Tent, 

This King of China was a great Prince, having two hundred 
famons Cities within his Kingdome ; which alſo 1s a fruitful and 
plentiful Country, wherein arc Mines of Gold and Silver, much The riches of 
Musk and Rhubarb : It abounds in Fiſhi/and Fow), and hath much Chira. 
Stk and Porclane, with Cotton and Linnen,&c. F 

Then did 7 4m4erlane aſſemble his Captaines to conſult about 
the dilpolal of che King; and how the viRtory ſhould be beſt 
improved, Ar the ſame time he received news by Odmar, that 
the Kings brother,who eſcaped out of the batte), was at Zuarton, 
Which he had ſtrongly fortified, and that great ſtore of forces be- 
810 to adjoyn themſelves to him ; Hereupon he commanded two 
thouſand Partbian horle to convey the King to Paguimſen, and 
from thence to Barda, where he was to be kept carcfully, Then: 


Ud he reſolve upon the beſieging of Qx4n708, and if it were are 
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ble to ſhut up the Kings brother therein, it being one of the Prin 
cipal ſears that belonged ro the iKing of (biza, It was foy 
leagues from the place where the battel was fought, Thithe; 
therefore he ſenta good party of this Army under Odmar, who 
pitched his Tents about the Ciry : But the Kings brother was 
sone. The Emperor in the mean time ſummoned, and took in 
many leſſer Cities, which yielded wholly to his mercy; makin 
grcat lamentation for their Captive King, yet the gentleneſs of 
the Conqueror made. them to take all their loſſes with patience, 
and the rather becaule they heard that he uſed their King courte- 
ouſly. The Kings brother allo ſent Ambaſſadors to Tamerlae 
craving leaveto ice the King,and to know of his health, whick the 
Emperor willingly afſented to. 

- Now the Kings brother hearing of the eſtate of the beſieged in 
Y42%tor, he relolved either to relieve it, or to fight a battel,for 
which end he advanced ſtrait unto Porchio, making a bridge of 
boats to paſs over the River : But Odmay being informed when 
abour tifry thouſand of his men were come over, ſuddenly ſet 
upon them, being out of order, and not informed of their ene. 
mies approach; allo to prevent the coming over of the 


reſt to th:ir aſliltance, he ſent a fir-boat down the ſtream 9gaink 
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their bridge of boats, which brake it inſunder, and whereit was 
reſiſted, ſctall onfice; and ſoin a great battel overthrew them; 
the King of Carchin-China, who was amongſt them, fighting va- 
liantly, wasſlaine, The Kings brother who was on the other fide 
of the River (not yet come over) ſaw his men {laine and drown- 
ed, and could not relieve them. This ſecond overthrow was of 
no {mal imporcance, though it was but the third part of the Kings 
brothers Army, For the Citizens of Q#axtow hearing of it, and 
deſpairing of relief, ſent out ſome propoſals for their ſur- 
render. 

Axalla which received them, preſontly diſpatched away a faith- 
ful meſſenger to the Emperor to know his pleature therein : This 
was more welcome news to him then the overthrow of his ene- 
mies, whercfore he referred all to the ſuthciency, and fidelity of 
Axalla: So that upon treaty the City was furrendred to eAxala, 
who cauſed the Gariſon tocome our, jand received the Inhabitants 
1nto the Emperors protection, and all that would might continue 
40 it unarmed : afterwards he entered into it, and was received 


with 
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with great ſignes of abr inhabitants, who reſolved to en- 
tertaine the Emperor with all the folemnity that might be. Axal., 
put thirty thouſand men into it fora Garriſon, injoyning the 
Citizens to pay the Emperors Army four hundred and fifty thou. 
ſand Crowns : Preſently after he received a command from the 
Pmperor to ſtay 1n the City himſelf, and to ſ.nd all che reſt of his 
foot men unto him, which he commanded the rather, becayule he 
anderſtood that Ambaſſadors were coming to him from the Kings 
brother to treat of peace, and he preſumed the figh: of all kts 
Army together ready to march, would ſtrike fuch atetror into 
them, as would cauſe them the readilicr to alſent to good 
termes. 

The Ambaſſidors ſent by the Kings brother were of their chic£. 
eſt men, whom Tamer/ane entertained with all humanity, cauſing 
his greatre(s to appear to them, as alſo the attivity of his horſe- 
men whereby they migbe diſcerne that ic would read to the de- 
{truRioa of their Country if they agreed not with him : Then did 
the Ambaſſadors deliver their meſſage, which confilted of two 
branches : One was for the delivery of their King, che other for The ambag,. 
the preſervation of their Country : The Emperor anſwered, that dors propoſals, 
they ſhould deliver their meſſage in writing, and he would givea 
ſpeedy anſwer : Their Propoſitions were to leave Pagwirfon,and 
allthe Country beyond it, with all the Fortreſl:s of. che moun- 
taines in T amerlznes polleſſion : Thar they would pay all che 
charges of his Army from that day forwzrd : And that chey 
would give two millions of gold for the ranſome of their King:To 
this the Emperor anſwered,that he would keep that which he had T0, ARE 
conquered within the Country,beirg his own as eaken by his Arms. propolals. 

| Thathe would have the River by which his Army was now en- 
camped,and ſo along to the Sca,to be his Frontiers:That the King 
of China ſhould pay him yeerly two hundred thouſand Crowns, 
Which ſhould be delivered at Pagninfor for acknowledgement of 
bis ſubmiſſion to his Empire: ſhat'he (ſhould pay five hundred 
thouſand Crowns in ready money for the charge of his Army : 
Thatthe King of (hina ſhould bedelivered, and that all the other 
Chjnozs priſoners ſhoald pay ranſomes to particular men chat took 
them, except choſe which carricd the names of Kings,who ſhould 
Pay ten thouſand Crowns for their liberty ard peace : Andthat 


u0 Chinozs ſhould be kept for a ſlave, nor told for ſuch hereafter, 
nM beivg 
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being under the Emperors obedience : That Traffick, and titer- 

conrle of Merchants ſhould be free between both the Nations - 

That the King of Chixaſhould deliver his brother, andts,o 0- 

Peaceconclad ther called kings, with twelve principal men of the Country for 

ed. Hoſtages re ſecure the prace; Theſe conditions, »fter they had 

conſulred together, were accepted of, hoping that time would re. 

ſtore 29ain their ancient liberty, and in the mcan time they muſt 

bear the yoke of the Conqueror, Then id 7 amerl.ne lend two 

The King of thorſand horſe to fetch the King of Ching, that being at libert 

Chinadewcr- he might ſolemnly ſwear to the pezce ; which accordingly he did, 

wo delivered the Hoſtages, and fo went into his Kingdome to per- 

forme the ctt.er Articles, where he was almoſt worſhipped as a 
god, and reccived with all the joy that might be, 

Thus Tamerlane baving ſettled his affairs, and provided forthe 
aſſurance of his new conqueſt, left Odmay to govern the ſame, 
leaving with him thirty thouſand horſe, and fifty thoukand foot 
tro furniſh all the Fortreſles and ſtrong places, giving him in charge 
to make his chief .refidence at Yuantifon, ro fortifie well th: 

_ paſſages and to build anew Fort at Vermis,the better ro ſtrengrh- 
en his borders : He left him all neceflaries, and commended 


Odmar made 
Governor. 


Tamerlanes the L ord of the mountaines, who had been ſo ſerviceable to him; 
yan his brother herook with him, giving him large preferment in Za- 
chethay-: He alſo carried along with him many of the new con- 
quered people, to plant them in his own Country, ſending other 
His Pradence. Colonies in their ſtead, which he did, becauſe he found them a light 


people, and ſuch as aftefed novelties. 
Tamerlane ſent to acquaint the old Emperor with all theſe 
things, having two of the greateſt and faireſt Citiesin all (kin 
Hi ofeflions 17 bis poſſeſſion, and an hyndred leagues of Land, extending hs 
in Chinz borders toa River, by which he _ goro the enemy, but they 
could not come to him withour paſſing over the ſame : He deſired 
+ alſo above all thivgs, that all the Idols which were within bis con- 
queſt ſhould be beaten down, and commanded the worſbipping 
of oxe God. 

Then did his Army,wherein yas much ſickneſs, begin to march, 
Hisreturn into and Tamerlave hearing of more forces that were coming cowards 
Tartarys him our of Tartary, he ſent toſtop them, commanding them to 
march to Cambalz, whither himſelf alſo was going, hearing that 
the 01d Emperor intended to meet him, and to entercain him with 

great magnificence in the City, © 0 
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Odmar being thus ſevered from Tamerlane's (ide, all his favour 
was turned to Axalla, of whoſe prudence, valour , and fidelity 
be had ſuch large experience in theſe wars, ſo as the report of his 
ralour did flye thorow all the Empire.Ca/ibes led the Avantguard, 
and «Fxa//arwas in the Battel neer to the Emperor, who beftow- 
ed upon him two hundred thouſand Crowns ycerly to maintaine 
his ordinary expcnces. And thus after certaine dates journey, 14;. Sha 


news was brought of the old Emperors arrival at ambalrn : _—_ 
wherefore Tamerlane leaving his Army to winter tn a faire and 
fertile Country, and diſmiſſing many of his ſouldiers, he haſted 
thitherwards, and when he was arrived within four leagues of xx. —— 


Cambalu, all the Princes of the Emperors Court came to receive mentx Came 
him there, together with all the chiefeſt Citizens to congratu- baly, 
late his admirable ſacceſs:The Prince having reccived every one ac- 
cording to his wonted courteſfie, yet retaining convenient Majeſty, 
he was beheld by all wich great contentment:He had with him che 
Empereſs his wife, who had not left bim in all this journey : And 
the next day the old Emperor honoured him ſo much as to come 
to meet him with all the magnificence that might be. Tamerlaxe , 
preſented him with all the richeſt Chariots, and faireſt hor(es that = 17—nwggs 
dc had won: and che old Emperor being very deſirous to (ee his —_ > 
daughter, her Chariot was uncovered, and he cauſed her toenter * 
to his own : But the Prince remained on horſeback, whom the 
ec of all the people could not be fatisfied with admiring. 7 amzr- 
lrealſo preſented Calibes tothe Emperor, making a recital of all 
tis faichfulneſs; whereupon the Emperor gave him ao bundred 
thoulznd Crowns for the encreaſe of his penſion : He allo pre- 
ſented eral. to the Emperor,who being informed of his v. Jour, 
ve unto him a hundred thouſand T artarirs of Goldyin a Princ- 
palit , that he might declare how much he eſteemed his fide- 
ly, | 
During Tame+lanes abode at Cambals this winter, complaints He is t'fred 
ame to him that Bajazer the great Turk had attempted to joyn up againſt Pa- 
the Empire of Greece to his own, reſolving allo upon the lege of 1120. 
Corftantinople, whereupon the Emperor of Greece ſent to him tO 
ave his aid, Axal/a who was of kin tothis Emperor Pafcologes, 
being deſirous to maintaine the Chriſtian Religion in Greece,ſt1! red He ſends Am 
him up much unto this war: whereupon be ſcot Ambaſſadors to Heſencs Ame, 
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who was his confederate : But Bajazer anſwercd them yery 
proudly, asking them what their Maſter had to do therewith, ang 
that he ſhonld content himlelf with injoyning Laws to his own - 
Subjets, and not to meddle with him who was none of 
them.-- 

This anſwer being returned, by Axal,'s meanes, was very i! 
taken, ſo that Tamer/ane reſolved to hinder this enterpriſe of the 
Ottomars: for which end he obtained of the Emperor his Uncle, 
an huadred,thouſand footmen, and eighty thouland horſemen, 
hoping to have as many from his own Country of Sachetay, be- 
ſides the Lords who would accompany him to win, glory, from 
whom he made account of tifty thouſand men more that they 
would bring along with them. Thus he departed from { ambaly, 
taking his leave of the old Emperor his father in Laiw, and of the 
Princeſs his wife(then left behind him for the comfort of her aged 
father) and departed towards Samercarg,. the place of his birth 
and ſeat of his Empire, leaving «the forces granted himby the Em- 
peror to come after him to Uzara, where he had appointed the 
general rendezous of his Army, This h's Ceparture was very 
grievous.to the old Emperor, but more grievous of the Princes 
part towards his wife, who had never left tim ſince they werefirli 
married : Bur nothing could withhold this brave Prince where 
honor was to be purchaſed,or where be might be profitable to his 
oppreſſed friends; For he would often ſay, That he was born to 
this end, and that all his other imployments were but by the By, Gog 
having appointed, andcalled bim to puniſh the pride of T yrams. he 
was accompanicd with Calibes, and made the Prince of T hana 
Colonel of all his footmen, which place exalla had left , whom 
now he made Lieutenant General of all his Army, with command 
to lead his Avantguard, and Calibesthe Arcreward, Forces came 
to him from all parts : And the Chineis Lord being licenſed by. 
Cemar, marched towards him wich twenty thouſand men of his 
Subj<&s newly conquered, being defirous to ſhew his forwardnels 
to the Emperor, as alſo to learn the manners, and faſhions of 
ſtrange Countries. When 7 amerl/ane came ncer Samercand,l ame) 
went to meet him, and neer a million of people bleſſing and 
and praiſing him with all manner of ſongs : Therc he remaidy 
ed about a moneth : In which ſpace Axalla had rendevozed bs 


Army at 0zara, from which alſo he. advertiſed 7 amerlane of = 
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proceedings of Bajazer, Then did 7amerlane ſend for him to 
Samarcand to confer with him abour ſetting forward of his Army, 
For alchough be was ſtill accompanied-with renowned Princes and 
famous Capraines ; yet were they no body in compariſon of 
Axalla, whole ſoundj idgement and counſel had won him ach cre- 
dit wich his Lord and Maſter, as by his adviſe he did althings; 
and without him not ing, Which his fo great authority and favor 
with his Prince, wanted not the enyy of the Court 3 bur chat his Envy attends 
great vertues, and rare-found courteſie (in ſo great fortur.e) ro- Vertu. 
gether vv ich ſo many great ſervices 2s he had done, ſupported hinr 
2oainſt the malice of the ſame, He upon this command from 
T amerlane, leaving the charge of the Army at Gzara with the 
Prince of T hana, came to Samercasnd, and there diſcourſed-with 
him at large concerning the eſtate and order of his Army: 2nd fo 
ſhortly afcer they all departed to Ozara, where a new conſultati« 
on was held by which way he (hould condu& his Army : as whe- 
ther it was berter torſead them by the coalt of the Inſcovire di- 
realy towards Capha, or on the other (ide of the Caſpian Sea, by 
the skirts of Perſia; and after much diſcourſe, and ſundry opt- 
nons with their reaſons delivered, it was reſolved (alchough the 
way were the longer) to paſs by the Mu/covire, fo to come to the 
Georgians , and to Trepizond, and from thenceto cnter into the 
Ottomans Kingdom, ;

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Hawking, to make the journey leſs tedious, his Army not com- 
ing neer bim by ten leagues, which was ſo preat that it extended 
it {elf full twenty leagues. 

Coming to the River Exe/ he ſtayed at Zarazich, whileſt his 
Army paſled the River at Mecher,and rwo other bridges that he 
had cauſed to be made of boats for that purpoſe. Now that Cj. 
caſſiant, and Georgians bearing of the approach of T amerlane with 
his buge army,by their Ambaſſadors offered him all the help and af. 
fiſtance they could in bis journy,as he paſſed that way, Theſe Geor+ 
gians were, and yet were Chriſtians, a'great and warlike people, 
of long time tributaries to the Greek Emperors ; and afterwards 
ſometime tributaries, and ſometimes confederates to the Perſians: 
but alwayes enemies to the Tak, and therefore glad they were of 
T amerlanes coming againſt them : of theſe waritke people Axala 
drew great numbers to the ſervice of his Prince , who not alittle 

[elteemed of them , beivg allrall men, very beautiful, of preat 
ſtrength and courage, and withall, moſt expert ſouldiers, as ha- 
ving many times reliſted the power of the Ottoman Kings, by rea- 
{on of the advantage of their Country, which was rough, mount. 
ainous, and hard rocometo, Theſe pcople every where kindly 
entertained T amer/ane , and plentifully relieved his Army with 
all necefſaries. In paſſing thorow which, and other Countries, he 
took ſuch order with his ſou!diers, that none of the people by 
whom they paſled were any whit injured by them, inſomuch that 
if a ſouldier had taken bur an Apple or ary other trifle, he died 
foric. And oneof his ſouldicrs having taken a little Milk from 
a Country-woman, and ſhe thereof complaining, he cauſed him 
preſently to be hanged, and bis ſtomack ro be ript, where the Milk 
that be had lately drunk being found, he payed the woman forit, 
who had otherwiſe witbout mercy dyed tor ber falſe accuſation : 
Which his great ſeverity was indeed the preſervation of his Army, 
being lo great as that it was thought impoſſible to provide it with 
victuals, whereof yet there was not want, nor of any other thing 
neceſlary for the relief of man: his Camp being flill as a moſt po- 
pulous and well-governed City,ftored wich all manner of things, 
Whereunto both Artificers and Merchants reſorced from far Coun- 
tries with their commodities as to fome famous Mart : and the 
Country-People. from every place withou: fear brought in their 
Coen, for which they received preſent money, , 
and ſo Geparted in peace. | So

his Army to him, by reaſon of his pride. He alſo ſtrictly forbade all 
the bordering people to make any vows or prayers for 7 amer- 
lanes proſperity : But he was ſoon after awakened out of this Le- 
thargy as we ſhall preſently hear. Indeed T amerlaxe could hardly 
be perſwaded that Bajazer having ſubdued the greateſt part of 
Grecia, and much diſtreſſed the Greek Emperor, and having ſo 
great means to recover whatſoever he ſhould loſe in Aja, would

Now the Twrkes in Sebaſtia ſeeing theſe Tartarian horſemen 


marching towards the Ciry, making little account of them, be. 
cauſe their number was not great, ifſued out to meet them, where 
they were ſo furiouſly charged by theſe few horſemen, that they 
were glad to retire, and jfor haſt to (hut the gates againſt ſome of 
their own men, leſt the enemic ſhould have entered pell mell with 
them, which Tarkes were there flaine at the gates of the City, 
Shortly after came Tamerlane with all the reſt of his Army, and | 
ſat down before the City, where he lay {ti]] ſe ven dayes nor making 

any ſhew of violence at all. The defendants becauſe the City

and the City utterly to he razed : and then cajling the Governour, 
whoſe life he had ſpared for that end, he bade him go and tell his 
Maſter what bad happened to his ſtrong City of Sebaſtia, and 
what brmſelf had ſeen there ; of which Tragical aRion, when the 
Governour had made report to Baqjazer, he demanded of him 
whither of the two Armics he thought bigger or ſtronger ; = -

Ont of d+ubt 
the ſight of the Tartarian bath ſo affrighted thu coward,that be thinks 
every enemy to be two, As Bajazert marched forward he heard a 
Country-Shepherd merrily pleaſtag himſelf with his homely pipe 
ashe ſat on the (ide of a mountaine feeding his ſmall Aock where- 
upon he {tood (till, and liſtened to him to the admiration of ma- 
ny, and at lalt brake forth into theſe words, O happy ſh:pherd, Note. 
which hade#7 no Sebaltia' to loſe ! bewraying therein his own diſ- 
contentment, and yer withall ſhewing that worldly bliſs confiſt- 
eth not ſo much in poſſeſſing of much, ſubjc& unco danger, as 
inenjoying content 1a a little devoid of tears. 
The reſt of the Cities as Tamerlane marched forwards, warned 
by the deſtruRion of Seb2ſt;a,yielded to bim, the Citizens where- 
of he uſed courteouſly, ſpecially the Chriſtians, whom he ſet at Tawerlanss fa.

His Army alſo being com- 
pounded of ſundry Nations, heconſidered that he was not to 
foht againſt the Chinos, a ſoft effeminate people, as of late ; but 
againſt rhe T' »rkes, a moſt. warlike Nation atid well acquainted 
with all manner of fights and warlick ſtratagems, and therefore 
he judged it neceſlary to proceed warily again{t them. Upon this 
conſideration he preſently ſent for Axal/a, with him to view the 
ſaid place, and to have his opinion whether it would be adyanta- 
gious for him to ſtay there or no ? Axal/anot milliking his choice 
of the place, yet withall adviſed him to keep Sernar as long as 
poſſiblyhe could:and accordingly he ſent word to them at Semnar, 
that when they could keep the place no longer, they ſhould fer 
fire of it, and ſo retreat, and this he did-that the enemy ſhould 
have no deſire to encamp there, but to march forwards to thoſe 
_ places where T amer lane deſired to fight,the rather becauſe he was 
ſtronger in horſe then Bajazer. " 

Accordingly the Prince of Ciarchan ſent out a hundred horſe

And fo re- 
turning he related unto” Bajazer how he had ſeen Tamerlane, and 
reported to him truly all that he had willed him to ſay, not foxget- He commends 
ting above all to praiſe his courteſie and bounty : who beſides that Tamerſane, 
he had frankly ſet him at liberty, had alſo given him 2 very faire 
horſe, well furniſhed, although he well knew vhat he was to ſerve 
2prinſt himſelf : To this Bajazet anſwered no more but that 
he would ſhortly make trial of him , and that he doubted not 
but before he had done with him, he ſhould make him acknow- 
ledge his folly.

into his Pavilion, and there caſting himſelf upon a carpet, hepur- 
poſed to ſleep a while : but his cares not ſuffcring him foto do, he 
then (as his manner was) called for a book, wherein was con. 
tained the Liyes of his Fathers and Anceſtors and of other vali. 
ant worthies, which he uſed ordinarily to read in, as then alſo he 
did: not vainly to deceive the time , but to make uſe of it, by 
imitating that which by them was worthily done, and declinin 
ſuch dangers as they by their raſhneſs, or over-ſight fell into.Aﬀter 
having (lumberecd a little, he commanded exa/la to be ſent for 
to him , who preſently came, accompanied with diverſe other 
. great Lords and Captaines of the Army, with whom after he had 

conſulted a whi'e abont the order of the batte], himſelf preſently 
mounted on horſeback, and ſent each of them to their chargeto

table; A raze example of the uncertainty of worldly honours and 
greatneſs, that he unto whoſe ambitious minde A/i4 and Emrope, 
two great parts of the world, were too little, ſhould now be 
carried up and down, cooped upin a little Iron Cage, like a-dan- 
gerous wid beaſt:: How might he have taken up that ipeech of 
Hecnba in Seneca * Duicwnque Regno fidit, & megna poten: do- 
minatur in aula, me videat.—— Non #nquam tulit Document a Fors 
majora quam frapili loco ſtarent ſuperbi. 

Tamerlane uſed this ſeverity, not ſo much out of hatred to the 
man, as to manifeſt the juſt judgement of God againſt the arro« 
gant folly of theproud. And when on a time he was requeſted 
by-one of his Nobles to remit ſome part of this rigour go ſo great 
aman, he anſwered, / do not wſe this rigor againſt him 4s a King, 
but rather to puniſh him as a proud ambitions Tyrant, polinted with 
the blood of his own brother and many otber innacents. at 

This fe great an overthrow brought fuch a fear upon all 
the. Countries poſſeſſed by Bajezet in 4ſia, that Axalia bein 
{ent before T amer/ane with fohrty thouſand horſe, and a hundre 
thouſand foor, without carriages to Proſecute the vitory, came 
without reſiſtance to Pr#/a, whither all the remainder of Bajazy's 
Army was retired with Baſfa Adwſtapha:; all places as he marched 
along ſtill- yielding to him 2 /Yca the great Bafſa with the reſt 
hearing of his coming, and not thinking themſelves in.fafery 1n 
Aſia, fled over the ftreit of Helleſpont to: Callipolis, and lo to

future poſtericies : And that he would make ir appear to the 

world that he came to aſſiſt cheir Maſter as his friend & ally at bis 

requeſt : and that his upright intentions therein wefe the greateſt 

cauſe thar God from aboye had favoured him, and made him in- 

trumental to bruiie thehead of the greateſt and fierceſt enemy of 

mankind that was under heaven ; and th-refore to get him an im- 
mortal name; his purpoſe wasto make free ſo great and flouriſhing 

a City as was Conſtantinople, governed by ſo noble and ancient an 

houſe as the Emperors. Thar he bad alwayes j ned faith co his 
courage, which ſbould never ſuffer him ro make ſo great a breach Thaneeny fie 
into his reputation, as that it ſhonld be reported of him, that ig QTY, 

the colour of a friend he ſhould come to invade the dominions 

of bis ally. That he deſired no more, but that Tang ws 
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bad done for the Greek Emperor might remaine for evereners- 


yen in the memory of his poſterity, to the end they might for ever 
wiſh well to him and his ſucceſſors by the remembring the good be 
had done for them : That he wiſhed that Jong mighe the noble 


Emperor live, happily ro Povern his eſtate, and that before his

retury, he would fo well conſider for the eſtabliſhing of the ſame, 
as that he ſhould not lightly fall into the ſame jeopardy. 

Eafie itis to judge what joy the Ambaſſadors did conceive upon 
kearing this ſo gracious an anſwegfrom the mouth of T amer{axe 
who rather then he would break his Faith, refuſed an Empireof- 
fered him, together with one of the ſtatelieſt, and magnihcenteſt 
Cities in the world. After the teſtification of their joy and thatſk- 
fulneſs theſe Ambaſſadors were by the command of 7,amrlan 
royally feaſted by eſxala, having all the honour done to them 
that might be, And one of them being ſent back to carry this 
unexpeRed news to the Emperor, filled both him .and all the City 
of Conftantinop'e with exceeding joy and gladnefs,which both he,& 
all his ſubjeQs reſtified by making of Bonefires,and other ſignes of 
joy and pleaſure. Andrhe Emperor the more to ſhew his grati- 
tude by the adviſe of bis Councellors, paſſed over the fircit into 
Aſia, to ſee T amer'ane it) Pruſa, and in perſon himſelf to give him 
thanks;who hearing of his coming, & being glad thereof, preſently 
ſent Prince Axalla to meet him, and to certific him of the joy he 
conceived to have the good hap to ſee him, as alſo to condutt him 
toPru/e,wherc thoſe two great Princes with the greateſt magniti- 
cence that might be, i mer, and ſo ſpent one whole day in conver- 
ling together : and the Greek Emperor the next day taking his 
kave, was by T amerlane with mach honour conducted out of the 
City. | 
- Now had T amer 'anebimiclf conceived a great deſire to ſeethe 
famous City of Conftantinople,from which he was not nou far,yet. 
would he not go thither as a Conqueror, but as a private perſon : 
which by the meanes of Axalla was accom;;I1ſhed, and he there- 
into by the Greek Emperor privately received, and with all famili- 
arity poſſible eftertainc<d : the Emperor (hewing unto him all the 
rare and excellent things that were contained therein; and 
the other Greek, Princes deviſing all the meancs they could to 
do him pleaſure , and them that were. with. him , who 
were all ina manner clothed after the Greek faſhion, The Greek 

Emperor 
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the Sea- coſt, and fo privately condufting him about, ſpent five oc 
fix dayes with all the mirth that mighty be : Tamer/ane by 
the way, often faying, -that he had never -ſecn a-fairer City ; 
and that of all others, conſidering the ſcicuation of it, it was 
right worthy to command all the world. He wondred at the 
coſtly buildings of the Temples, the faire engraven pillars, the 
high Pyramides,, and the excellenc gardens; afterwards ſaying 
often that it nothing, repented him to haye undertaken (0 long 
and dangerous a coun, if it had been only to preſerve ſo notable 
a City from fire and ſword. In the Greek Emperor he ercatly 
commended his mild nature & courteſie, who knowing that above 
all chings he took pleaſure in fair ſerviceable borſes, gave unto him 
thirty of che faireſt, ſtrongeſt, and reddieſt that were poſſibly to 
de gotten, all moſt richly furniſbed : He ſenr likewiſe great pre- 
ſents to all the Princes, and great Commanders of the Army, 
2nd bountifully cauſed to be delivered to them all things which he 
though neceflary for the army:So after theſe great kindnefſes,and 
a ſtrit bond of friendſhip made,and by ſolemnc Oath confirmed by 
theſe two great Princes, T amerlane with great contentment took 
leave of the Emperor,and returned to his Army at Proſa, where» 
with now at pleaſure he ſpoiled and waſted all the dominions of 
Bajaxet in Aſia, no man daring to make head againſt him, 
The winter now drawitig 00,7 amerlane difperied his Army 1n- 
to diverſe Provinces of the lefler 4/i, expeRing daily when ſome 
of Bajazet'sſons, or great friends ſhould make ſuite co him for 
his deliverance; but none came, moſt fearing the flerce na- 
ture of B.qjazer, who if he had been delivered, was like enough to 
have taken ſevere revenge upon all that forſook him in the batte), 
and therefore they never interceded for him, Whereupon 
Tameriane one day paſling by him, {aid, I marve! that none of thy 
ſons, nor friends euther come to ſee thee, or to mireat for thee ; u6 
muſt needs be that thou haſt evil deſerved of rhems, as thou ha#t of 0 
thers. But what thinke/t thow, if | ſhould ſet thee at liberty, would 
they receive thee agaire as treir Lord and Sovereigne, or not f To 
whom 2 ajazee ſtoutly anſwered, Were I at liberty thou ſhould- 
eſt quickly ſee that I neicher want courage nor Means to revenge 


ſobcdicnt to know their duties 
all my, wrongs, and to makethe di - p pavecy 
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better. This proud anſwer made T amerlane keep a ſtrifter. hand 
over him. | 

Inthis great war the Sultan of Egypr (as we (aid before) had 
Tamerlnes aided Bajazer, which T amerlane took in fo evil part that he re. 
Juſtice. - ſolved reven-e : for as to his friends he was moRt kinde and cour- 
reous, ſo to his enemies moſtrerrible and dreadful. Yer before 
his departure he reſtored to the poor CMahometan Princes that 
had fied to him for refuge, all their ancient inheritance , with 
ſomething more our of his bounty ;z as alfaghe did diverſe Cities 
and Countryesof Natolia ta the Greek, cor for the yeerly 
cribure of four hundred thouſand Ducate of © gold , and eight 
hundred thouſand Franks of filyver. And ſo having enriched 
He marches his Army with the ſpoiles of the Orzoman Empire , heturn- 
towards EpyPt. ed his forces againſt the Egyptian Sulran, and fo paſſing thorow 
Caramania, he entred into Syria, then part of the Sulrans King- 
dom; where neer unto eAl/eppo(before yielded to him )chere was 
fought betwixt them a great and mortal battel,the Sultan eying 

in his Army a hundred thouſand foot, and ſeventy four thouſ; 
horſe ; whereof there were thirty thouſand Mameluks, accounted 
the belt horſemen inthe world. In which battel e4xa/s with 
the Avantguard of Tamerlane*'s Army was hardly diſtreſſed, and 
Axalia himſelf taken, but preſently reſcued by T amer/ane, who 
His battel with had he not by his coming on with freſh forces (peedily reſtored 
the Sukan, = the battel , that day was like enough to have pur a period to his 
forrunes : But viRory cher long and cruel fight (wherein were 
eighty thouſand of both (ides laine) mclining to Tamer lane, the 
Sultan fled, 7 amer/ave purſuing him for the ſpace of chree leagues. 
The Sultan -. After this vitory T amerlane dividing his Army, ſent Axalla with 
beaten,flycth. fourty thouſand horſe, and fifty thoutand foot to purſue the Sul- 
tan along the Sea-coaſt of eArabia; who making divers 
Alts wich four thouſand horſe to have ſtopped Axala, who 
having che ſmalleſt forces, followed him the necreſt, whileſt 7aw- 
. e7/ane with (ixty thouſand horſe, and ewo hundred thouſand foot 
marched along rhe Sea-coaſt, having all the Cities as he went 
farren dred to him : only the ſtrong City of Damaſco refuſed 
to receive him, whereinto the” Sultan had pat the Prince

being pioched with hunger, and many already dead, the reſt up-

gion he was;- cauſing many of his Greek Captains to ſpeak to 
them, and to tcll them what miſery they endured under the 
Moors and Mameluks, which ſo far prevailed with them that 
they reſolved to adventure their lives to put the Mameluks out of 
Damiettata- the City ; And the night after taking Armes, made chemſelyey 
ken. Maſters of one quarter of the City, opening one of the gates to 

Axalla, whereby he cntering, put all the Mameluks tothe ſword 

or took them priſoners, and lo became Maſter of that ſtrong City: 
Whercof Tamer lane hearing, hoped by ſo proſperous a beginning 

to finde an happy end of his wars in Egypt. For he knew that the 
haven of Damietramight furniſh him with victuals out of all parts 
of Greece,as the Emperor Emmanuel hid promiſed him,and where- 
in he nothing failed him. Then did T amerlaxe enter the City, 
leaving therein a Gariſon of two thouſand of the Emperor of 

Greece his ſouldiers, with a Governor, of whom be took an oath 
Tamerlne for their obedience. And having ſtaid a while at Damietra, he 
marcheth co Cauſed his Ayantguard to march towards Alexandria, and having 
Caire, paſſed over the River, he ſuddenly turned direAly cowards Gravd 
Caire, to the great aſtoniſhment of the Sultan, who provided 

for the defence of Alexandria as neereſt ro the enemy : Dutun- 

derſtanding this news, uſed ſuch diligence that he entred into 

Caire with fourty thouſand horſe, and fixty thouſand foot, even 
as T amerlazes Army approached to it. By this unexpeRed com- 
ing of chat Sultan, the great City that before was ready to have 
reyolted, was aggin-confirmed in his obedience to the great pre- 

judice of T amerlanes affaires : For to remaine long before it was 

impoſſible thorow want of vials for ſo great an Army in ane- 

nemies Country, Yerthis diſcouraged not 7 amerlane from ap- 

proaching to ir, and with all his Army to encamp neer unto the 
Cairebeſicged, 13me, having cauſeda great trench to be made for the ſccurity of 
| his horſemen, and thercin to lodge his Army more ſafely : during 
which time be cauſcd diverſe attempts tobe made, as well to try 
the enemies confidence, as to (ce how the people of the City,clpe- 
cially the ſlaves (which im chat populons City are in great numbers) 
were affcRed towards him, who indeed were glad to ſee the ſtate 
of his Army, and the proud Mameluks ſtill put cothewort, -

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farther ſtirred not, Daring this ſiege, he thought goodone diy 
todraw forth his Armie before the Citie; to try whether the ene- 
mic had any minde to:come to a battel; as allo to view his own 
forces, and ſo ind*ed to ſeek occaſion to fight, hoping that if the 
Sultan ſhould come forth with his Army, ſome revolt might 
happen at the ſame time in the Cicte, as well by the (laves, unto 
- whom by ſecret Spies, he had promiſed liberty, as by the Citizens 

themſelves, who were much Giſconcented with the inſolency of 
the Mamelukes, and ro whom T amerlane by the ſame Spi:s had 
made it known that he came not to hurt them, but to deliver 
them from the tyranny of his, and their enemies : Bur ſtanding 
thus in bactel array, none ſtirred out of che Citie, neither was 
there any cumule raiſed within, according as he expeRed : For 
the Sultan being plentifully provided with all things in that rich 
Citie, reſolved co weary out T amerlane by lying (ti), and not to 
put all to the hazard of a Battel. * Tamerlane perceiving his de- 
hgn, yet reſolved nor ro depart till he was viRorious ; where- 
upon he thought fit alſo to atrempr him in his greatcſt 
ſtrength, and in the heart of his greatelt Citie, though ir could 
not be done withour great hazard, ſuch confidence had he inthe 
nlour, and multitude of his Army. Now his parpoſe was firtt 
to take one of the Ciries { for Caire is divided into three) and 


therein encamping himſelf by little and little to advance for- 


wards as he could finde opportunity. Upon this reſolution he Cir ſtormed, 


commanded a ſtrong afſanit to be given, and having conducted 
his footmen to the place choſen by him for, the onlet (for che 

tle was not walled, but onely fortified with ditches and 
trenches ) he commanded the Prince of Thanas with fiftie thou- 
landemen to begin the aſſault even in the face of the enemy, which 
he moſt yalianely performed, which occaſioned a great and. rerri- 
ble fight Axalla in the meantime deeming ( as the truth was)

This fight endured full ſeven houres, wherein were ſlain of the 
Sultans men, above {ixteen thouſand, and of Tamerlane's between 
ſeven and eight thouland. Tamerlane being well contented that 
he had diſlodged his enemy , and gained one of the Cities 
cauſed a retreat to be ſounded, hoping the next day to winall 
the reſt, as indeed he did. For the nexe morning the Prince of 
Thanay ſtorming the trenches in one part, as Axalladid in an 
other z the Sultan after a great fight hnding himſelf hardly prel- 


ſed by the obſtinate enemy,and unable longer to hold our, retreat- 


ed, abandoning the Citie, and encamping himſelf along the River 
N«l, reſolving to retire to the Citie of Alexanaria his ſecond 


ſtrength, and onely refuge, which T amerlane ſuſpeAting, follow- 


ed after him with his Horſemen,(wko onely were.in order) and 
lome few foot hardly drawn from the Citie, which their feilows 
were in pluridering, Tamer/ane promiling them both to regard, 
and reward their good ſervice. Againſt theſe the Sultan upon a 
narrow cawle-way, had oppoſed twelve or fifteen thouſand men 
to favour his paſſage, who being of bis beſt Souldiers, maintain- 
ed their ground (toutly, the place being much for their ad- 
varitage ; yer at length their enemies ſtill encreafing, a0d 
preſſing hard upon them, they were forced co caſt themlelves 10- 
tothe great River,and made a moſt honourable retreat,cvery man 
haviog hisweapon in one hand,and ſwimming with the othegband 


to the farther banke. The Sulcan flying with about eighteen 


thouſand Horſe (the reſt being e.ther drowned, or diſperſed)! 
ſaid to have comforted his fiying men, by telling them, they were 
not men, but gods that had vanquiſhed them. pe 
Divers of the Mameluks thac were taken priſoners , being 
brought before Tamerlane were by bim courteouſly uled,and 
asked if they would be content to ſerve him, ſecing their Malter 
was fied avd gone? This they all utterly refuſed, wbom notwith- 
ſanding for their fidelity, 7 amerlane ſet at liberty to go gun 


his 
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his enemies for his goodneſſe and bounty, then to be feared 


for his force and vyalour. | 
The wonderful wealth of this ſo great, and famous a Citie, 


became a prey to his Souldiers, who: for the ſpace of twentie <4 


four houres had the ſpoil thereof : Ar the end whereof every 
man was {traitly charged by open Proclamation to retire to his 
varters. Tamerlane would not ſuffer any of the Citizens to be 
taken Priſoners, and fuch as were, he releaſed, and fo leaving 
ten thouſand good Souldiers, with many others that followed 
his Camp, for the guard of the Citie, and raking with him all 
ſuck perſons, as he thought might hart him, he cauſed his Ar- 
mic co paſle over the River, and to follow the Sultan to A4- 
lex ndria, that ſo his victory might be compleated. 

Axalla haſting before with the Avanteguard rohinder the Sul- 
tan from gathering up his forces together : The reſt of the Ar- 
my was conducted: by the Prince of Thanau. Tamerlave him- 
ſelf withan infinite number of Boats, and many Souldiers to at» 
tend him, went by water, greatly delighting to behold that fair 
River of N:/ws, ſometimes running with a ſwift courſe; other 
ſometimes very calme, and ſcarce moved, - The Citizens of A4- 
lexandria hearing of his coming, and fearing the iſſue, beſought 
the Sultan to compaſſionate their condition, and to withdraw 
himſelf into Lybia; whither T7 amerlane could not follow him 
by reaſon of the barreneſle of the Countrie : Reſolving for their 
parts to ſubmit to fortune, and to do! as the time required; yet 
promiſing in heart to remain his, and to make the ſame to appear 
to him, fo ſoon as occaſion ſhould be offered. Hereupon the 
Sulean, ſecing all things deſperate, determined to retire, yet ho-

life, violently daſhed out his braines againſt the bars of the iron 
rate wherein he was encloſed, and ſo dyed about the yeer of 
our Lord 1399. His dead body at the requeſt of his ſon Mg 
homet, was by Tamerlane ſent to Aſprapolis, from which it was 
conveyed to Pruſa, and there lieth buried in a Chappel, built 
for the purpoſe without the City Eaſtward : where :1ſo are in- 
terred the bodies of his beſt beloved wife Deſpina, and of his 
eldeſt ſon Erthogrul, and in another little Chappel hard by, lieth 
buried his brother Jacup, whom he had murthered in the begin- 
ning of his reigne. This Bajazer bad ſome vertues, which were 
much obſcured by his cholerick and waiward nature,which made 
him to exceed in cruelty and pride: He was alſo yery covetous; 
which qualities made him indeed much feared, but lictle beloved 
of his ſouldiers and men of war, by whom therefore in his great- 
eſt need he was forſaken. He uſed commonly to ſay, That hu rrea- 
ſures Were hu chiltrens meat, and nat his ſouldters pay ; which by 
way of reproach was by a common ſouldier caſt in his teeth, 
when he raged to ſee himſelf bythem forſaken in that great battel 
againſt T amerlane,telling him as he fled, T hat be ran not away but 
went te ſeek his pay, 'wherewith to provide his children bread. 

T amerlane,as we ſaid before, havingconquered Perſia,uſed his 
victory ſo mildly, that as long as he lived the people of that 
Country were alwayes much affe&ed to him; which ſerved him 
greatly, as well for the keeping of Syr1a,as the Sultan of E Un 
Empire : In his own Country he was received with all Triumphs, 
and expreſſions of joy that might be;the chiefeſt priſoners march- 
ing before him,and whereſoever he paſſed, the people aſſembled 
themſelves by thouſands, praiſing and ſinging his viRories. The 
Emperor having ſpent a moneth or two in Feaſts and Triumphs 
according to his accuſtomed devotion, he vowed a Church and 
Hoſpital unto God, the moſt magnificent that might be de+ 
viſed : and to beautifie his City of Samercavd, he ſearched out 
all ſorts of Handicrafts-men, intending to make it as large again. 
as it was, and one of the ſtatelieſt Cities in the world : he peo-. 
pled it alſo with ſo many ſeveral Nations as be- bad. brought #-

T amerlane from his childhood was well inſtruRted in the e41a- 
bin learning,whereit he was very ſtudions, infomuch as when they 
thonght him cobein the Bathes, wherein they are very curions 
in that Country,being their chicfeſt delight, he was reticed to the. 
contemplation and ſtudy of heavenly things. He had within his 
eyes ſucha Divine beauty, and radiancy full of majeſty, char one 
could hardly endure the ſizht of them withour cloſing of his &ys,fo 
that ſome that talked with him,and beheld him were ſtricken dumb 
for the preſent,which cauſed him with a comelymodeſty to abſtain 
from looking vpoti them that ralked with him. All the reſt of his 
viſage was courteous, and well proportrioned : Ae had bur little 
haire on his chin : He wore his haire long and curled, contrary to 
the cuſtome of his Conntty men, who nfed to ſhaye their heads”
